(3) ImporTeD Eaes IN SHELL AND DRIED EaGs. 


It is announced that further applications for an Order’ 


in Council under the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, to 
require the marking of imported eggs in shell and 
receptacles containing dried eggs, have been referred for 
Enquiry to the Standing Committee set up under the 
Act by the Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries, the 
Secretary of State for the Home Department, and the 
Secretary of State for Scotland, acting jointly. 

Attention is called to the fact that, under the pro- 
visions of the Act, while the Committee in every case 
referred to them must consider whether the goods should 
bear the indication of origin at the time of sale or 
exposure for sale, they may also, at their discretion, 
consider and report upon the question whether such 
goods should bear an indication of origin at the time of 
importation. 

The date of the Enquiry in this case will be announced 
later.

MECHANICAL MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS: 
ENQUIRY INTO COPYRIGHT ROYALTY. 


The Committee appointed to enquire, under Section 19 
of the Copyright Act, 1911, into the rate of royalty to 
be paid to the owners of copyright in musical works in 
respect of the making of records, etc., for the mechanical 
performance of such works, will commence their Enquiry 
on Wednesday, 28th March. The Committee will meet 
at 10.30 a.m. in the Conference Room, Board of Trade, 
Great George Street, London, 8.W. 1; and the Enquiry 
will be continued on Thursday, 29th, and Friday, 30th 
March. 

An application for an equitable increase in the rate of 
royalty has been made on behalf of a number of authors, 
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composers, and owners of musical copyright, and the ap- 
plication is opposed on behalf of the mechanical music 
industry.

FRENCH RAILWAY GOODS RATES 


INCREASED. 

The Board of Trade are informed that, as from lst 
March, the general increases applicable to the basic rates 
for goods and parcels carried on French railways are 
raised by 50 points to 370 and 340 per cent. respectively, 
representing an increase of 11°9 per cent. on existing 
rates. For certain products, however, the basic rates are 
themselves reduced by 10 or 5 per cent. 

Proposals to ameliorate the effect of these increases in 
the case of certain classes of heavy goods and goods in- 
tended for export are being considered by the Superior 
Railway Council. : 

The French Government have also deposited a Bill pro- 
viding that the tax on transport established by the Law 
of 3rd August, 1926, at the rate of 11°5 and 5-75 per cent. 
according to the classes of goods carried shall not be ap- 
plied to the increase in the rates referred to above. If 
this measure is passed the effective rise in the cost of 
transport of the goods will be reduced from the 11-9 per 
cent. referred to above to 10:8 per cent.

The Empire Shopping Week that will be held in 
Canada from 2lst to 28th April is the first Dominion- 
wide effort of its kind. His Royal Highness the Prince 
of Wales has consented to act as Patron, the Canadian 
Minister of Trade and Commerce has accepted the Hono- 
rary Presidency, and trade associations representing 
manufacturers, wholesale and retail dealers and agents 
are actively participating in efforts to make the week a 
success. 

' Manufacturers who are interested in the Canadian 
market are therefore recommended to ascertain’ what 
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action their agents have taken on their behalf. The 
Advisory Council estimate that the sum of 80,000 dollars 
will be required to meet the expenses in connection with 
newspaper publicity, etc., and subscriptions are invited 
from interested manufacturers.

AUSTRIAN LAND REGISTER RECONSTRUC- 
TION: CLAIMS. 


With reference to the work of reconstruction of the 
land registers destroyed on the occasion of the fire at the 
Palace of Justice in Vienna (see the ‘* Journal ”’ of 17th 
November, 1927, page 503), the Foreign Office has been 
advised as follows by the Austrian Chargé d’ Affaires in 
London :— 

Of the Landed Property Cadastre (Grundbuch) of 
Districts 1-9 and 20 of Vienna, destroyed in the fire at 
the Vienna Palace of Justice, approximately one-third 
have been reconstituted. This has been officially brought 
about by utilisation of the surviving portions of the 
Landed Property Register (Registratur), and all de- 
monstrable mortgage rights have been incorporated in 
the new Landed Property Cadastre entries. Since, how- 
ever, a part, though a small one, of the Register has been 
destroyed, the possibility exists that some entries do not 
correspond to the actual legal state of affairs, and that, 
in particular, the transfer of some mortgage rights has 
been omitted. 

The Higher Provincial Court of Vienna has, therefore, 
in accordance with the legal prescriptions for the con- 
stitution of new Landed Property Cadastres, called on 
all persons, by means of an edict, to report to the Court 
for Civil cases in Vienna before 30th April, 1928, their 
real property rights which have not been incorporated in 
the new entries. Within this period all persons who con- 
sider themselves injured in their rights through the exist- 
ence of priority of registration included among the new 
entries have to notify their protest with the aforesaid 
Court against the registration in question. If notice has 
not been given, or if no protest has been made, the con- 
tents of the new entries acquire the legal effect of a regis- 
tration in the Cadastre, and objections may not be raised 
as against persons who acquire rights in reliance on the 
Cadastre. A list of the real estates for which the new 
Cadastre has been opened is contained in the edict of the 
Higher Provincial Court of Vienna. 

Notices and objections are free from stamps and fees. 

Persons with interested rights in any of these real 
estates should have the contents of the respective folio 
or folios of the land-book (cadastre) examined in time. 

It is added that in three months the land-book will 
probably be opened for a further number of real estates, 
whereupon a similar process of rectification will be 


followed.

There was one working day less in February than in 
January. There was one more working day in February 
than in February, 1926, but the effect of this extra 
working day on the recorded values is probably off- 
set by the fall in prices which has occurred in theinterval. 
The comparison with February, 1926, has been preferred 
to that with February, 1927, because the aftermath of 
the coal stoppage was still affecting our trade a year 
ago. 

Total imports in February at £98,848,000 were 
£1,541,000 less than in January, but £1 963, 000 more 
than in February, 1926. The decrease compared with 
January was concentrated in Food, Drink and Tobacco; 
the increase compared with February, 1926, occurred 
mainly in Manufactures and _ Food, Drink and 
Tobacco, the value of Raw Materials imported showing 
a moderate fall. 

British exports in February were valued at 
£57,236,000. This represents a fall of £2,507,000 
compared with January, which may be attributed to 
the fact that there was one working day less, and a fall 
of £5,578,000 compared with February, 1926. Exports 
of Food, Drink and Tobacco were somewhat greater in 
February than in either of the earlier months. shown 
in the Table; exports of Raw’ Materials showed 4 
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moderate increase over January, but were less in value 
than in February, 1926, largely owing to the lower price 
of coal exported; and exports of manufactures were 
£2,812,000 lower than in January and £5,318,000 
lower than in February, 1926. A large part of the fall 
in the value of exports of manufactures compared 
with February, 1926, was due to smaller exports of 
cotton plece-goods at lower average values. 

Re-exports were valued at £11,665,000 in February, 
an increase (largely seasonal) of £1,358,000 over 
January, and a decrease of £1,556,000 compared with 
February, 1926. This decrease was chiefly due to a fall 
in the price of rubber re-exported and to a reduction in 
the quantity of raw cotton re-exported. 

Including bullion and specie, the excess of imports 
over exports in February was £28,661,000 compared 
with £32,002,000 in January, £30,398,000 in February, 
1927, and £22,932,000 in February, 1926. 


IMPORTS. 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The decrease in imports 
compared with January was £1,654,000 and occurred 
mainly in Dutiable Articles of Food and Drink. A 
reduction in the imports of tea and sugar is the chief 
explanation. Imports of tea in February aggregated 
38,736,000 lbs., valued at £2,754,000, compared with 
52,973,000 lbs., valued at £4,055,000, in January; and 
imports of sugar 2,654,000 cwts., valued at £2,069,000, 
in February, compared with 3,741,000 cwts., valued at 
£2,797,000, in January. There was also a considerable 
reduction in the imports of Living Animals for Food, 
due mainly to smaller imports of cattle and swine from 
the Irish Free State. 

Imports of Food, Drink and Tobacco were £1,382,000 
greater in value than in February, 1926. Increases of 
£2,000,000 and £831,000 occurred in the groups 
“ Other Food and Drink, Non-Dutiable ’’ and ‘‘ Other 
Food and Drink, Dutiable,’’ due mainly to increased 
imports of butter, cheese, eggs and coffee, and a decrease 
of £1,397,000 in meat, due mainly to smaller imports of 
frozen beef, fresh pork and hams and a fall in the average 
value of the bacon imported. 

Raw Materials—The value of Raw Materials 
imported in February was £31,132,000, a small rise 
compared with January, but a fall in value of 
£1,062,000 compared with February, 1926. This fall 
was due mainly to smaller imports of raw cotton at lower 
average values (largely balanced by smaller re-exports) 
and to the fall in the price of rubber. The following 
table shows the quantities of some of the principal raw 
materials imported in the three months :—

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Allowing for re-exports, the retained imports of cotton 
were 1,266,000 centals in February, compated with 
825,000 centals in January and 1,299,000 centals in 
February, 1926. The retained imports of raw wool and 
of crude rubber were greater in February than in the 
other two months, the figures for wool being 744,000 
centals, as against 697,000 centals and 685,000 centals, 
and for rubber 70,400 centals, compared with 43,000 


centals and 69,800 centals. 


Manufactures.—The imports in February, valued at 
£25,327,000, were £319,000 smaller than in January, 
but £1,525,000 greater in value than in February, 1926. 
This increase was spread over a large number of groups 
and was greatest in Leather and Manufactures thereof 
(£803,000), Miscellaneous Articles Wholly or Mainly 
Manufactured (£546,000), Iron and Steel and Manu- 
factures thereof (£407,000) and Apparel (£372,000). 
The increase in the Leather group was mainly due to in- 
creased imports of undressed leather, particularly tanned 
hides, and that in Miscellaneous Articles to increased 
imports of dressed skins and furs (not leather). In the 
Iron and Steel group imports of pig-iron were smaller 
than in February, 1926, and a large part of the increase 
in value shown above was due to heavier imports of steel 
angles, shapes, sections, etc., and of plates and sheets. 
The total weight of iron and steel goods imported in 
February, 1928, was 3,000 tons more than in January, 
and 58,000 tons more than in February, 1926. The 
increase in Apparel was largely due to greater imports 
of women’s outer garments and of gloves. 


BritTisH Exports. 


Exports of Food, Drink and Tobacco in February, 
valued at £4,536,000, showed a small increase compared 
with the preceding month and with February, 1926. Ex- 
ports of Raw Materials, valued at £5,985,000, in Feb- 
ruary were £216,000 greater than in January, but 
£575,000 less than in February, 1926. This decrease 
was attributable to the lower price and smaller exports 
of coal. Exports of coal in February amounted to 
4,008,000 tons, compared with 3,905,000 tons in January 
and 4,340,000 tons in February, 1926, while the average 
values per ton were about 15s. 9d. in January and 
February and 18s. 6d. in February, 1926, representing 
a fall of nearly 15 per cent. in the last two years. 


Exports of Manufactures were valued at £45,477,000 
in February, compared with £48,288,000 in January 
and £50,794,000 in February, 1926. Compared with 
January, the principal falls in February were Cotton 
Yarns and Manufactures, £1,311,000; Machinery 
£733,000; and Vehicles, £385,000. Compared with 
February, 1926, the principal falls were Cotton Yarns 
and Manufactures, £3,166,000; Vehicles, £950,000; 
and Iron and Steel, £765,000. Part of the fall in the 
value of the exports of cotton manufactures in February, 
compared with both the earlier months, was due to the 
lower average values per square yard of cotton piece- 
goods exported ; the fall in the value of vehicles exported 
may be traced to exceptionally large exports of railway 
carriages to India in January and of steam vessels in 
February, 1926; the fall in the value of Iron and Steel 
exported, compared with February, 1926, was mainly 
due to lower average values per ton.

Exports oF IMPORTED MERCHANDISE. 


The value of our re-exports in February was 
£11,665,000, representing an increase of £1,358,000 
over January, but a decrease of £1,556,000 compared 
with February, 1926. Most of the increase compared 
with January took place in Raw Materials, re-exports of 
which were valued at. £7,335,000 in February compared 
with £6,115,000 in January. Re-exports of Raw Wool, 
etc., were valued at £3,660,000 in February compared 
with £2,570,000 in January; re-exports of Hides and 
Skins, Undressed, at £1,818,000, compared with 
£872,000 in January; and re-exports of Rubber at 
£1,044,000, compared with £1,661,000 in January. 
Compared with February, 1926, also, most of the changes 
in the value of re-exports were concentrated in Raw 
Materials, re-exports of which were £1,445,000 greater 
in February, 1926, than last month. Re-exports of 
Raw Cotton and Cotton Waste were valued at only 
£240,000 last month, compared with £1,356,000 in 
February, 1926. Re-exports of Rubber, though almost 
as great in quantity, were valued at £1,044,000 com- 
pared with £2,191,000 in February, 1926. On the 
other hand the value of Raw Wool, etc., re-exported in 
February was £663,000 greater than in February, 
1926, owing mainly to heavy shipments of sheep’s and 
lambs’ wool to Germany. 
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WHOLESALE PRICES IN FEBRUARY. 





BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER. 


As measured at the Board of Trade, wholesale prices 
were somewhat lower, on the average, in February than 
in January, the index numbers for the two months being 
84-4 and 84-9 respectively (1924=100). The average for 
the three food groups shows a fall of 1-1 per cent., cereals 
having cheapened by 0-6 per cent. and meat and fish by 
4-9 per cent., comparing the average of February prices 
with figures for January, while miscellaneous foods 
became dearer by 1:8 percent. The February index for 
the five groups of industrial materials is lower than the 
January index by 0-5 per cent. The greatest price 
movements were in textile materials, cotton showing a 
fall of 2-3 per cent. and other textiles a rise of 1:7 per 
cent. The averages for metals and minerals other than 
iron and steel, and for miscellaneous materials indicate 
reductions of 0-6 per cent. in each of those two groupe. 
Slight changes in both directions in iron and steel prices 
in February resulted in the index remaining the same as 
that for January.

From March of last year the general index has been 
below 85 (1924=100), except for the three months June, 
September and October; in April last wholesale prices 
were as low as 84:2 per cent. of the average of prices in 
1924. 

Home grown cereals and most of the imported 
were cheaper in February than in January, the 
only rise of importance being in maize, which 
by gradual movement reached 8s. lld. per 100 Ibs. 
at the end of February compared with 7s. 84d. per 
100 lbs. early in January. The ‘‘ Gazette Average ’”’ 
for British wheat for the last week in February was 
9s. 6d. per cwt., a rise of 2d. compared with 
the previous week, but a fall of 5d. per cwt. com- 
pared with the average for the first week of January. 
Similar averages for British barley were 10s. 8d. per 
cwt. at the end of February and lls. 4d. per cwt. at 
the beginning of January. The “‘ official’’ price for 
straight run flour in London was 41s. per sack of 280 Ibs. 
throughout February except for a few days in the early 
part of the month when it was 6d. per sack more. The 
same prices were in effect in January, but in that month 
the lower price ruled for only a week. The lower 
average for the meat and fish group was mainly due to 
cheaper eggs and fish; other price movements affecting 
the average were in respect of Scotch beef, New Zealand 
lamb and British pork, all of which were cheaper in 
February than in January, while Irish beef (port killed) 
and Irish bacon were dearer. The seasonal movement 
in egg prices over the two months effected a reduction 
from 26s. 3d. per 120 to 13s. 3d. per 120 in the case of 
Irish and a somewhat smaller reduction in Danish. 
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Haddock, cod and bloaters were cheaper, while the 
market prices for plaice showed the same average for 
February as for January, and the four kinds taken 
together were cheaper on the average by 13 per cent. 
Among the miscellaneous foods reduced prices were 
recorded for potatoes and advanced prices for onions, 
apples and oranges. Changes in iron and steel prices 
were mostly small, some amounting to 5s. per ton 
increase and others to 5s. per ton decrease; tinplates 
(1.C. cokes, 20 x 14) were at 17s. 103d. per box in 
February compared with 18s. 3d. at the beginning oi 
January. ‘Tin fell to a lower price than for some time 
past, the cash quotation for Straits being £233 per ton 
at the end of February and £246 10s. per ton at the 
beginning of the month; on the 2nd January it was 
at, £266 per ton. English lead was quoted at £21 
per ton late in February and at £23 or over per ton 
during most of January. 

The lower index for cotton materials is mostly due to 
the continuance into February of the reduced prices 
of the end of January; in the later part of February 
the general tendency was in an upward direction. 
Quotations for wool, woollen yarns, linen yarns, and raw 
silk show further increases, and those for raw jute and 
hemp show further decreases. Wool tops in oil (merino, 
64s. average) advanced to 4s. 7d. per lb. at the end of 
February from 4s. 3d. per lb. early in January and 
during the same period tops in oil (cross-bred, colonial, 
carded, 48s.) rose from 2s. 14d. to 2s. 4d. per Ib. 
Changes in quotations for commodities included with 
miscellaneous industrial materials include a rise from 
£2 10s. to £3 per ton for mechanical wood pulp and a 
fall from 1s. 73d. to 1s. 1#d. per lb. for rubber, ribbed, 
smoked sheet. Ox and heifer hides were somewhat 
cheaper, the reductions varying from jd. to #d. per lb.

The index for the ten descriptions of coal included 
with other metals and minerals is 118-8. Compared 
with the averages for January, the February figures for 
the 53 articles of food show 16 increases and 28 decreases 
of price; of the increases only 5 were by more than 5 per 
cent., including 3 of less than 8 per cent. ; the decreases 
also include only 5 which were of more than 5 per cent., 
but 3 of these exceeded 10 per cent. Industrial 
materials show 26 increases, of which 23 were below 5 
per cent. and 2 above 10 per cent.; decreases are 
recorded for 38 industrial materials, of which 33 fell 
by less than 5 per cent. and only 2 by more than 10 
per cent.

BRITISH STANDARD COLLIERY MATERIALS. 

In continuance of their programme of work in the 
colliery section, the British Engineering Standards Aggo. 
ciation have just issued British standard specifications 
for the quality of the material for colliery cage main 
shackles and bridle chains and for colliery rope capels 
or sockets for use in hauling or winding men. 

These specifications have been prepared at the request 
of the Mining Association of Great Britain by Com. 
mittees representative of both the buying and the manu- 
facturing interests, who have been assisted in their work 
by Regional Committees which have been formed in the 
larger coal-fields to ensure that local conditions and prac- 
tice receive proper consideration.

Bureau in London reports that exports of cocoa from the 
Gold Coast in February amounted to 33,241 tons. This 
compares with 39,930 tons in the previous month and 
36,787 tons in February, 1927.

Exhibitions and Fairs. 





THE BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR OF 1928. 


A PHENOMENAL SUCCESS. 


More than 103,000 trade buyers from Great Britain 
and from no less than 60 countries, and nearly 30,000 
of the general public visited the London Section of the 
Fair, which closed its doors on 2nd March after eleven 
days. 

The Birmingham Section of the Fair was attended by 
some 103,000 trade buyers, both home and overseas, and 
by some 14,000 members of the public. The figures for 
the two sections created new records for the Fair. 

The number of overseas buyers visiting the London 
Section showed a large increase as compared with those 
who came to the Fair in 1927, the percentage increase 
being largest in the case of the countries in Europe and 
in the Far East. 

There can be no question that the optimistic spirit in 
which British manufacturers entered the Fair in London 
and Birmingham has already been justified, and the 
results of a Fair on this scale do not by any means end 
with the closing of its doors. Enquiries and sample 
orders may be as valuable or in the long run more 
valuable than the orders taken during the currency of 
the Fair. The Department of Overseas Trade and the 
Birmingham Fair Management Committee have received 
evidence from numerous exhibitors in all sections of the 
Fair in London and Birmingham of the way in. which 
enquiries and sample orders at the Fairs in previous 
years have led subsequently to substantial, continuous 
and increasing business with customers whose business 
would not have been secured without the opportunities 
afforded by the Fair. 

The great majority of exhibitors expressed satisfaction 
with their results and provisional applications for space in 
1929 were received in large numbers before the Fair 
actually closed. More than 100,000 square feet of 
space was provisionally applied for before the last day 
of the Fair, and to date some 180,000 square feet of 
space has been provisionally taken for the next Fair. An 
instance of the popularity of the Fair is afforded by the 
fact that the exhibitors in the pottery and glassware 
section, which occupied an area of 23,000 square feet at 
the last Fair, had already applied for more than 20,000 
square feet of space before the close of the Fair. The 
proportion of applications in the toys and games, wire- 
less and scientific, and photographic sections was almost 
as high. 

Satisfactory business has undoubtedly been done in 
all sections of the Fair, and the results were especially 
good in, among others, those sections devoted to electro- 
plate, fancy leather goods, toys and games, printing and 
stationery and wireless. On all sides assurances were 
received that the actual business transacted at the Fair 
exceeded that done at the Fair of 1927. 

The Fair again emphasised and in greater measure 
perhaps than before the exceptional opportunity which 
it offers to the British manufacturer of introducing 
novelties of all kinds to the markets of the world. 

The total attendance at the London Section of the 
Fair, reached in the eleven days the figure of nearly 
140,000 persons. Of the 60 countries from which over- 
seas buyers came to the Fair, those which were more 
strongly represented numerically were, within the 
Empire, Canada, Australia, South Africa and India; in 
Europe, Germany, Holland, France, Belgium, Switzer- 
land and Spain; in the Far East, Japan, and in South 
America, the Argentine. The countries of the world 

whence the largest number of overseas buyers came to the 
Fair were as follows, placed in numerical order :— 
Germany, Holland, the United States, France, Canada 
and Australia. The records of the attendance of over- 
seas buyers at the Fair disclose the interesting fact that 
such countries as Persia, Syria, Iraq and Iceland sent 
buyers to the Fair. 

The prospects of the Fair of 1929 eclipsing in size the 
record scale of the Fair of 1928 are indeed encouraging, 
and the question of providing additional accommodation 
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to house a larger number of exhibits both in London and 
Birmingham in 1929 will shortly receive serious consider- 
ation. 


THE BIRMINGHAM SECTION. 


It is reliably estimated that orders actually placed in 
the Heavy Section, largely of a preliminary character, 
reached the amount of £5,250,000. 

The total attendance at the Birmingham Fair was 
approximately 120,000. Manufacturers and _ traders 
alike described the Fair as ‘‘ a phenomenal success.’’ 


Trade buyers from the Dominions and Colonies and 
practically every foreign country in the world inspected 
the vast array of engineering and electrical products, the 
great new Gas Section, the Hardware Hall and the 
section devoted to building construction. 


The Imperial character of the Birmingham Section of 
the Fair from the buying aspect was never so strongly 
marked. 


Throughout the Fair the interpreters were kept so 
busy that their numbers had to be_ repeatedly 
imcreased. 


Enquiries and actual business in the Engineering and 
Electrical Sections exceeded the most sanguine 
expectations. 


Heavy purchases of industrial equipment in particular, 
including a great variety of machine tools for factories, 
indicated the growing optimism as to the industrial 
future. 


The Birmingham Fair gave convincing evidence of 
developing industry in the Dominions, in India and in 
the Latin-American republics. Very large purchases 
were made for those countries of machine tools and of 
heavy hydraulic presses for the metallurgical and 
electrical trades. Heavy crude oil engines met with a 
most encouraging demand. Many thousands of pounds 
were spent in big units, from 80 to 350 horse-power, and 
m small crude oil and petrol engines specially suitable 
for farmsteads in Canada, Australia and Argentina. 
Lighting sets also aroused great interest. 


In agricultural and dairy equipment there was satis- 
factory buying of milk separators, pans, strainers and 
heavy churns made of steel, with a tinned surface for 
Australia and Canada; and white enamelled sanitary 
ware was also bought for shipment to South America. 
Peruvian representatives placed good orders; while in 
regard to edge tools, Brazilian planters were again 
prominent in the market. Trade in similar products 
with Malaya also showed improvement. | 


The Dominion and Egyptian trade in safes and strong 
rooms was highly satisfactory. Purchases for large 
amounts were made on behalf of Government and various 
public departments; and in the home _ market 
particularly, a safe which, when tampered with, puts 
into action a loud alarm made a strong appeal. 


Very large orders were given and most promising 
enquiries received for distinctive patterns of buckets, 
bins, incinerators, etc., for Canada and South Africa.

HOUSING AND FURNITURE EXHIBITION AT 
AMSTERDAM. 


The British Consul-General at Amsterdam reports 
that the exhibits at the Third Housing, Furniture and 
Interior Decoration Exhibition, which closed on 
16th February, consisted mainly of very cheap side- 
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boards and tables of stained oak. A certain amount of 
better class furniture was also shown, notably articles of 
solid oak, polished and of modern and artistic design, 
and bedroom suites of enamelled wood, the enamel being 
sprayed on by a special process. (Good quality wooden 
chair frames were exhibited and imitation Jacobean 
chairs similar to those made at High Wycombe. 
Belgian furniture and wood-working machinery were 
much in evidence. Two British firms were represented 
(by agents) at this Exhibition, their exhibits consisting 
of rubber flooring and mattresses.

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COFFEE PRODUCTION AND EXPORTS. 


According to the Department of Commercial Intelligence 
and Statistics, Calcutta, the number of reporting coffee 
plantations (i.e., those of an area of not less than ten acres) 
in India in the official year ended 3lst March, 1927, was 
3,152, covering a total area of 256,390 acres, as compared 
with 3,143 plantations of an area of 253,455 acres in 1925-26. 
New land planted with coffee in these plantations during the 
year amounted to 6,281 acres, while the area of old cultiva- 
tion abandoned was 3,657 acres. There was thus a net in- 
crease of 2,624 acres over the total area (148,881 acres*) under 
coffee in 1925-26. The total reported area under cultivation 
in the year 1926-27 was, therefore, 151,505 acres, which was 
2 per cent. over the area of the preceding year. Of this 
Mysore accounted for 52 per cent., Coorg and Madras for 23 
per cent. each, and Cochin and Travancore together for 2 
per cent. 

The total reported production of cured coffee during the 
year was 34,286,806 lbs., as compared with 22,106,717 Ibs. in 
1925-26. the yield per acre of plucked area being 338 Ibs., 
against 154 Ibs. in the previous year, in Coorg, 254 lbs. 
(against 97 lbs.) in Travancore, 234 Ibs. (198 Ibs.) in Mysore, 
213 Ibs. (152 Ibs.) in Madras, and 161 Ibs. (41 Ibs.) in Cochin.

FOREIGN TRADE IN 1927. 

The Cyprus Trade Commissioner in London reports that 
during the year under review imports and exports were 
valued at £1,585,940 and £1,542,870, as compared with 
£1,570,178 and £1,103,571 respectively in 1926. The follow- 
ing table gives particulars of the values of the chief trading 
groups during the last two years :—

It is satisfactory to record that the excess of imports over 
rts, amounting to £466,607 in 1926, was reduced to 
£43,070 in 1927. In spite of the fact that Customs import 
duties were increased in the early part of the year imports 
rose by some £15,000. The increase in the percentage of 
goods imported from the United Kingdom is noteworthy 
and now approaches half of the total. 

Although the local harvest of wheat was good, imported 
flour showed an increase of nearly £19,000. This was due 
partly to imported flour being cheaper than native, and 
partly to the fact that the urban population are becoming 
accustomed to consuming white bread, which cannot be 
made from local flour. The olive crop of 1927, coming in 
towards the end of the year, was considerable, but owing to

- its partial failure in 1926, there was an increase in importa- 


tions of £3,932 during 1927. The importation of artificial 
fertilisers is still on the increase, and will continue to rise 
as the value of this article is more extensively realised. 
Cotton and woollen goods showed considerable advances, 
due to the greater spending power of the population con- 
sequent on the high prices received for their produce. 
There was a decline of £58,465 in the value of machinery 
imported. This was due principally to the mining com. 
panies, which in 1926 considerably extended their plant, 
having satisfied their present needs. A fall of £12,845 in 
the value of wheat imported was recorded owing chiefly to 
the plentiful harvest. 

As regards countries of origin of imports, the chief con. 
tributors were the United Kingdom and other parts of the 
British Empire, £708,083; Greece, £122,430; France, £106,179; 
Italy, £88,059; the United States, £77,318; Egypt, £70,261; 
and Czechoslovakia, £57,743. 


Export TRADE. 

The outstanding feature of trade during 1927 was the 
greatly increased value of domestic exports, which has been 
the means of restoring prosperity to many farmers and 
producers. The value of exports to the United Kingdom 
increased from £97,966 in 1926 to £278,367 in 1927. With 
the exception of animals and gypsum, decreases were in- 
significant. The only really serious decline in the export 
of the former was that of oxen, the demand in Egypt and 
Greece having fallen off. The fall in gypsum was due to 
the establishment of factories in Egypt, which are now 
obtaining raw material from other countries, thus cutting 
out the Cyprus product. On the other hand, larger exports 
in other articles were considerable, and more than counter- 
balanced the few decreases. Not only were the quantities 
exported more than those of the previous year, but en- 
hanced prices were obtained. Carobs showed a rise of 
£150,474. This was partly owing to stocks being held over 
from the previous year. The satisfactory prices obtained 
were due to the partial failure of the carob crops of Portugal 
and Crete. The quantity of raisins exported rose from 
66,069 cwt. in 1926 to 87,949 cwt. in 1927, and in value from 
£58,198 to £86,508, despite the facts that the export of 
grapes was normal and that the value of wine exported 
increased by £16,798. Barley exports increased from 268,728 
kiles to 389,369 kiles and in value by £23,504. In spite of 
disease, potatoes exported rose from 173,993 cwt. in 1926 
to 234,166 cwt. in 1927, and in value by £30,811. Exports 
of silk cocoons fell by £2,294, but this was more than made 
up by an increase of £9,564 in the value of raw silk. The 
quantity of oranges exported advanced from 14,275,459 to 
20,774,568, while prices were normal. Orange gardens con- 
tinue to extend. The bulk of the fruit is still going to 
Egypt and Greece, but as production increases markets 
further afield wili have to be found in the near future. 
Attempts to interest exporters in the English market have 
hitherto failed owing to the distance involving higher 
freight charges and risk of damage on the long journey. A 
trial consignment of 100 cases sent to England met with 
success, the exporter receiving a bonus from the Govern- 
ment of £2 10s. 

The chief destinations of exports were the United King- 
dom £278,367, Egypt £267,501, Italy £195,094, Greece 
£157,021, Germany £117,181, France £116,499, and Spain 
£110,605. 

SHIPPING. 

During the year under review 518 steam vessels of 834,361 
tons entered and 519 of 833,881 tons were cleared from 
Cyprus ports, while sailing vessels numbered 883 of 39,587 
tons and 882 of 38,928 tons respectively.

FRANCE. 
FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY. 
(From the British Embassy. ) 
Paris. 


The returns of French foreign trade for the first month 
of 1928 show that the value of imports amounted to 4,124 
million francs, an increase of 67 million frs. on the figures 
for the same month of 1927, and that of exports to 4,016 
million frs., a decrease of 680 million frs. as compared with 
January last year. Imports of raw materials rose by 190 
million frs. and of manufactured articles by 86 million frs., 
whereas there was 4a fall of 210 million frs. in those of food- 
stuffs. Exports of foodstuffs rose by 102 million frs., but 
there was a decline of 304 million frs. and 478 million frs. 
respectively in those of raw materials and manufactured 
articles. 

During January, for the second month in succession, there 
was an unfavourable balance of visible exchanges amounting 
to 107 million frs., whereas in Janyary, 1927, there was a 
favourable balance of 639 million frs. 

As regards weight, imports in January last amounted 
to 3,519,000 toms, a decrease of 514,000 tons on the figures 
in January, 1927, and exports to 3,001,000 tons, an increase 
of 207,000 tons. Imports of foodstuffs fell by 143,000 tons, 
of raw materials by 357,000 and of manufactured articles by 
13,000. Exports of foodstuffs rose by 49,000 and of raw 
materials by 199,000 tons, but there was a fall of 40,000 tons 
in those of manufactured articles.

THE RICE CROP IN 1927. 


The Acting British Consul-General at Seoul! states that, 
according to a report published by the Government- 
General of Korea, the rice crop in 1927 amounted to 
17,298,887 koku.

MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING IN JANUARY. 


The net tonnage of vessels that-arrived with cargo in the 
foreign trade during January, 1928, at ports of the United 
Kingdom was 5,827,000 tons, a decrease of 3-1 per cent. as 
compared with January, 1927. The decrease was to be ex- 
pected, because coal was still being carried to this country 
in January, 1927. The principal decreases in tonnage were 
as follows :—Norwegian, 24-9 per cent.; French, 16-5 per 
cent.; and United States, 9-4 per cent. The arrivals in 
ballast in the foreign trade during the month amounted to 
3,299,000 net tons, an increase of 9-9 per cent., as compared

RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR DECEMBER, 1927. 


The Minister of Transport announces that the statistics for 
December, 1927, have now been published by the Ministry 
of Transport and can be obtained at H.M. Stationery Office 
(price 3s. 6d.). 

The total number of passenger journeys (excluding season 
ticket holders) taken on all standard guage railways in Great 
Britain in December, 1927, was 100,186,777, a decrease com- 
pared with December, 1925, of 1,860,593, or 1-8 per cent. 
The journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares rose by 
3,910,207, but journeys at full fares fell by 5,770,800. The 
receipts from passengers (excluding season ticket holders) 
showed a decline of £144,195, or 2-9 per cent. If the London 
Tubes and Metropolitan District Railway be omitted the 
figures show a decrease in journeys of 4,546,657, or 5-8 per 
cent., and a fall in receipts of £180,380, or 3-9 per cent. For 
all companies the receipts from passenger train traffic (in- 
cluding season tickets and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, 
but excluding mails and parcels post) were £217,130 less 
than in December, 1925. The coaching train miles increased 
945,871, or 4-4 per cent. 

The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 27,149,328, a decrease compared with 
December, 1925, of 1,180,600 tons, or 4:2 per cent. The 
total net ton-miles (excluding free-hauled) were 5-6 per cent. 
fess than in December, 1925. Freight train receipts (less ex- 
penses of collection and delivery) amounted to £8,648,547, 
a decline of £46,980, or 0-5 per cent. The freight train 
miles run were 115,298 less than in December, 1925, a 
‘decrease of 1-0 per cent. The average train load decreased 
from 132 tons to 1274 tons, but the net ton miles per engine 
hour increased from 395 to 4014.

UNITED KINGDOM—SERB-CROAT- 
SLOVENE STATE. 





TREATY OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION. 


The Treaty of Commerce and Navigation which was signed 
an London on 12th May, 1927, between the United Kingdom 
and the S.H.S. State came into operation on 9th February, 
the date on which the exchange of ratifications took place. 
The Treaty is concluded for a period of five years from that 
‘date, after which it may be terminated on one year’s notice 
being given. 

The following is a summary of the chief provisions of the 
Treaty :— 

There shall be reciprocal freedom of commerce and naviga- 
tion, in respect of which subjects of one Party in the 
territories of the other are accorded national treatment. 
Both national and most-favoured-nation treatment is 
accorded in regard to taxation, and most-favoured-nation 
treatment generally for subjects and ships in regard to com- 
merce, navigation and industry. 

By virtue of an Exchange of Notes, with effect from the 
date of the exchange of the ratifications of the Treaty, the 
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have actually been in force since June, 1926, under the 
Exchange of Notes of 18th June, 1926. Full particulars of 
the Schedule were given in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
of 8th July, 1926 (see pages 48-9). 

In regard to export duties, no other or higher charges 
may be imposed than those paid on like articles exported to 
any other foreign country. Nor may any internal duties be 
levied in the territories of either Party on goods produced 
or manufactured in the territories of the other which are 
other or greater than those levied on the like goods of 
national origin or on those of any other foreign country. 
In the Exchange of Notes already referred to it is provided 
that articles produced or manufactured in the territories of 
His Britannic Majesty which are of a kind not produced or 
manufactured in the Kingdom of the Serbs, Croats and 
Slovenes shall not be subject to any internal duty in those 
territories, except that anv such duties or charges which 
were in existence at the date of the signature of the Treaty 
(i.e., 12th May, 1927) may continue to be imposed. 

Both Parties agree, so far as possible, to confine import 
and export prohibitions or restrictions to certain cases, i.e., 
where justified by such grounds as public safety or health, 
or to apply internal legislation to all goods alike, it being 
understood that such prohibitions or restrictions are ex- 
tended at the same time and in the same way to other 
foreign countries under similar conditions. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded to commercial 
travellers and their samples, and provision is made for the 
temporary duty-free importation of samples on observation 
of the usual formalities regarding re-export. 

Limited liability and other companies, partnerships and 
associations established in the territories of either of the two 
Parties and constituted in accordance with the laws of that 
Party may carry on in the territories of the other, either 
through the establishment of branches or otherwise, any 
description of business which the companies, partnerships 
and associations of any other foreign country are or may be 
permitted to carry on. Similarly, such bodies are entitled 
to exercise their legal rights and appear in the courts, sub- 
ject to the laws in force. They are to be treated on a national 
basis as fegards taxation, and generally in all respects as 
favourably as similar bodies of the most-favoured foreign 
country. 

The usual provisions relating to free transit by rail or 
waterway on routes convenient for international transit are 
included in the Treaty. These provisions lay down that no 
distinction shall be made in regard to transit based on the 
nationality of persons, the flag of vessels, the place of origin, 
departure, entry, exit, or destination, or any circumstances 
regarding the ownership of the goods or of vessels, or other 
means of transport. The transit provisions do not, however, 
affect the Customs laws concerning the treatment of transit 
goods nor the regulations concerning goods which are the 
subject of an internal duty or of a State monopoly. In 
regard to such goods the Treaty provides that their transit 
shall not be restricted more than is necessary to secure the 
eventual collection of the internal duty on goods remaining 
in the territory of either Party or to assure the object of 
monopoly. 

National and most-favoured-nation treatment is provided 
for in respect of the stationing, loading and unloading of 
vessels, tonnage dues and harbour, pilotage, lighthouse, 
quarantine or other analogous duties or charges, and there 
is the usual provision against flag-discrimination. Excep- 
tion is made in the case of the coasting trade, in regard to 
which most-favoured-nation treatment only is given, and 
on condition of reciprocity. 

Notes signed at the same time as the Treaty make it clear 
that the provisions of the Treaty relate only to maritime 
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navigation, but give to British sea-going vessels the 
right to navigate any inland waterway of the S.H.S. 
Kingdom that is open to the vessels of another foreign 
country. National treatment is granted as regards patents 
for inventions, trade marks, trade names, designs and copy- 
right in literary and artistic works, and provision is made 
for the prevention of false trade marks and false trade 
descriptions. / 

The usual articles are included regarding the adherence 
to the Treaty of the various parts of the British Empire and 
territory in respect of which a mandate on behalf of the 
League of Nations has been accepted by His Britannic 
Majesty. Pending such adherence the Treaty provides that 
goods produced or manufactured in those parts of the Einpire 
or in the mandated territories shall enjoy in the $8.H.S. State 
complete and unconditional mast-favoured-naiion treatment 
so long as goods produced or manufactured in the S.H.S. 
State are accorded in those parts of the Empire or in the 
mandated territories treatment as favourable as_ that 
accorded to goods produced or manufactured in any other 
foreign country. 

The Treaty provides for the reference of any dispute 
arising between the two Parties as to the interpretation or 
application of the Treaty to arbitration.

FRANCE—BELGIUM. 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT. 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Commer- 
cial Agreement between [France and the Belgo-Luxemburg 
Economic Union which was signed at Paris on 23rd 
February, 1928. It is to come into force eight days after 
the exchange of ratifications (which has not yet taken 
place), and is to remain in force until Ist April, 1929, but 
three months notice of denunciation may be given after 
that date. The chief effect of the Agreement is to reduce 
the French duties on various goods below those at present 
in force or those provided for by the recent partial Tariff 
Revision measure; and, as regards the Belgian Customs 
duties on certain goods, to consolidate the ‘‘ coefficient of 
increase ’’ at the present rate or to fix ‘‘ coefficients ’’ lower 
than those which were under consideration in connection 
with the adjustment of the Belgian tariff ‘‘ coefficients ’’ to 
meet the fall of the franc. In certain cases even the Belgian 
duties at present in force are to be reduced. Modifications 
are also made as regards the Customs treatment of French 
wine in Belgium. 

A summary of the Articles of the Agreement is giver 
below, and further particulars showing the effect of the 
Agreement, when enforced, on the French Tariff are given 
at later pages of this issue of the ‘‘ Journal.’’ 





SUMMARY OF [F’RANCO-BELGIAN COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT. 


Article 1 continues in force the reciprocal most-favoured- 
mation treatment prescribed by the  Franco-Belgian 
Arrangement of 1892. The French Customs duties on cer- 
tain Belgian goods are fixed in Schedule A of the Agreement 
(Article 2) and the Belgian Customs duties on certain 
French goods are fixed in Schedule B (Article 3). (For 
further information regarding Tariff changes to be made in 
France see the ‘‘ Proposed Tariff Changes ”’ section of this 
“ Journal.’’ Particulars regarding Belgian Tariff changes 
will be published in next week’s issue of this * Journal.”’ 
The duties so fixed are to remain in force so Jong as the 
wholesale price index number does not differ by more than 
20 per cent. from the February, 1928, level. If this figure is 
exceeded duties may be proportionately increased or reduced 
at the end of the quarter, but in no case may the duties be 
reduced by more than 60 per cent. of the prescribed rates 
(Article 4). 

irticle 5 provides for the opening of negotiations, and 
possible denunciation of the Agreement, if either Party 
increases duties on goods of interest to the other party. 

Article 6 contains provisions regarding the assessment of 
ad valorem duties in France, similar to those contained in 
the Franco-German Commercial Agreement, and Article 7 
relates to certificates of value presented in connection with 
ad valorem duties. 

Under Article 8 each Party agrees to give to the other, 
as regards goods covered by Schedules A and B, the benefit 
of advantages resulting from modifications of Tariff nomen- 
clature or Tariff classification, whether made by adminis- 
trative or legal measure or by Conventions with other 
Powers. 

Article 9 contains provisions under which fixed quantities 
may be imported on favourable Tariff conditions. This 
relates to (a) Belgian or Luxemburg horses of special breeds 
imported into France; (b) milch cows, pigs, milk, butter 
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and tanning bark from Luxemburg imported into France 
(Moselle, Lower Rhine and Upper Rhine); and (c) mirabelles, 
strawberries, hops and Munster cheese imported into 
Luxemburg from France (Moselle, Lower Rhine and Upper 
Rhine). 

Under Article 10 certain quantities of lime and cement 
may temporarily be imported via certain Customs Houses at 
reduced rates fron. Luxemburg into France. 

Article 11.—Reciprocal most-favoured-nation treatment is 
accorded as regards export duties and taxes. 

Article 12 deals with import and export prohibitions, and 
Article 13 grants most-favoured-nation treatment as regards 
Customs formalities relating to transportation, warehous- 
ing, re-export, etc. 

Under Article 14 national treatment is provided for in 
respect of internal taxes. 

Under Article 15 national treatment is accorded as regards 
the regulation of trade, and under Article 16 most-fayoured- 
nation treatment as regards the nationality of imported 
goods. 

Article 17 deals with the Customs treatment of goods 
originating in one country and imported into another 
country in transit through a third country. 

Article 18 deals with the rights of commercial travellers 
of one country in the other. 

Under Article 19 the Contracting Parties apply, as regards 
samples and models, the provisions contained in the Inter- 
national Convention for the Simplification of Customs 
Formalities signed on 3rd November, 1923, the period of 
re-exportation being fixed at six months. The provisions 
of the two preceding Articles do not apply to regulations 
governing travelling professions and colportage’(Article 20). 

Article 21 deals with the suppression of fraudulent indi- 
cations of origin for wines, etc. 

Under Article 22 the Contracting Parties may require im- 
ported goods to be accompanied by a certificate of origin 
attesting that the goods are the product of the other 
country. Certificates of origin will be endorsed free of 
charge by Consuls if they cover consignments not exceeding 
100 gold francs, and the fee to be charged for larger con- 
signments is not to exceed 5 gold francs. If the endorsed 
certificate specifies the value of the goods it may take the 
place of a Consular Invoice and no supplementary fee is to 
be charged on that account. Consular Invoices are also to 
be legalised free if for less than 100 francs, and a fee of 
5 francs is charged if this amount is exceeded. Postal 
parcels are exempt from Certificates of origin requirement. 
(‘An addendum to Article 22 contains a list of goods of 
Belgian or Luxemburg origin for which no proof of origin 
will be required. ) 

A series of declarations and exchanges of notes, all dated 
23rd February, is attached to the text of the Agreement. 
These deal, inter alia, with the following points :— 

(1) The maintenance of the special arrangements as 
regards goods traffic to or from Strasburg via Antwerp and 
the Rhine, and to or from Upper Rhine, Lower Rhine and 
Moselle via Thionville and Belgian ports; 

(2) Questions in connection with the use of the term 
‘‘vin,’’ the labelling of fruit wines, etc., and the amount 
of preservative allowed in beer; 

(3) An engagement to commence negotiations, within 
three months of the enforcement of the Agreement, to draw 
up a Franco-Belgian Agreement on the subject of unfair 
competition; 

(4) Jute sacks imported into France filled with cement, 
lime or plaster may be admitted into France under the 
Temporary Admission Regulations, the ordinary period of 
re-export being four months; 

(5) Procedure in connection with the conversion of the 
Belgian ad valorem duties on silk and silk goods into equiva- 
lent specific rates; 

(6) France undertakes to examine the possibility of 
exempting from duty, under bond, Belgian works of art 
sent to France for possible sale. 


ITALY—GUATEMALA. 


TREATY OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION. 


The Treaty of Commerce and Navigation which was con- 
cluded between Italy and Guatelmala on 15th September, 
1926, having heen ratified by both the Contracting Parties, 
came into force on 4th January last. The Treaty is con- 
cluded for one year and will continue in force thereafter 
subject to denunciation at six months’ notice. 

Provision is made for freedom of commerce and navigation 
between the two countries, for which purpose the subjects 
of one of the Contracting Parties have the right to establish 
themselves freely in the territory of the other. They will 
enjoy both national and most-favoured-nation treatment in 
matters of commerce and industry, including taxation. 

Companies legally constituted in accordance with the 
laws of one Party are granted most-favoured-nation treat- 
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ment in the territory of the other, and, as regards matters 
of taxation, national treatment. 

No prohibitions or restrictions are to be placed on goods 
for importation, exportation or transit, save where absolutely 
necessary, and such prohibitions or restrictions are then to 
be applicable equally in respect of every olher country or of 
countries in which identical circumstances prevail, unless 
imposed for reasons of public safety or for certain other 
specified reasons, 

Most-favoured-nation treatment, particularly as regards 
Customs duties and formalities, is granted to the products 
of the one Party imported into the territories of the other, 
and also in the case of goods exported from the one country 
lo the other. Goods in transit across the territory of the 
two Parties shall be free from any transit dues. 

Internal duties levied in the territory of one Party shall 
not be a heavier burden upon the products of the other 
Party than upon native products of the same kind or those 
of the most favoured nation. Provision is made for the 
conduct of business by commercial travellers and for the 
duty-free admission of their samples. 

National and most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded 
lo vessels, expect as regards, inter alia, the fishing industry 
in territorial waters, port, salvage and similar services 
locally, and assistance granted to the national mercantile 
marine. The coasting trade is to be regulated by the laws 
of each country.

BRITISH HONDURAS. 





AMENDMENT OF PREFERENTIAL REGULA- 
TIONS. 


Regulations made by the Governor in Council, dated 14th 
December, 1927, supersede the regulations previously in 
force governing the entry of goods into British Honduras 
under the British Preferential Tariff. These revised regula- 
tions embody the two amendments which were introduced 
last year in the corresponding regulations for British 
Guiana, full partiulars of which were set out in the Notice 
published in the ‘*‘ Journal’’ of 16th June last (see pages 
701-2). The revised Regulations also give the Collector of 
Customs certain discretionary powers on failure of the im- 
porter to produce the prescribed documents. ‘These 
amended regulations may be seen by persons interested on 
application to the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old 
Queen Street, London, 5.W. 1. 


BRITISH INDIA. 





TARIFF BOARD’S RECOMMENDATIONS AND 
GOVERNMENT OF INDIA’S DECISION 
REGARDING BELTING INDUSTRY. 

The ‘“‘ Indian Trade Journal ’’ of 16th February conteins 
the text of a Resolution—No. 38-T (4) of 10th February of the 
Government of India in the Department of Commerce— 
regarding the recently published report of the Tariff Board 
relating to Tariff equality in respect of the manufacture of 
camel hair, cotton and canvas ply belting. 

The Government of India accept the Tariff Board’s recom- 
mendation that a duty of 5 per cent. ad valorem should be 
imposed on imported cotton, camel hair and canvas ply 
belting. The Government of India have found it impossible 
to accept the Board’s proposal that the duty on_ black 
proofing should be removed, but they have decided that the 
duty on camel hair yarn should be reduced from 15 per 
cent. to 5 per cent. instead of 6 per cent. as recommended 
by the Board. 

The Government of India propose to include the neces- 
sary changes in the Tariff Schedule in the Tariff Amendment 
Bill which will be introduced in the Legislative Assembly 
during the current session. 





CINEMATOGRAPH FILMS: PREVIOUS NOTICE 
CANCELLED. 


The statement in last week’s issue of the ‘‘ Journal ”’ 
(page 310) to the effect that an Act was published in the 
Indian “ Gazette ’’ of 4th February relating to the booking, 
renting and exhibition of cinematograph films in British 
India is incorrect. The notice in question, which was pub- 
lished as the result of an error which is much regretted, 
should be regarded as cancelled. 
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NEW ZEALAND. 


CUSTOMS DUTY ON COMPO-BOARD. 

Order in Council (C. No. 51), dated 21st December, 19927 
provides that ‘‘ compo-board ”’ consisting of timber with 4 
layer of paper-pulp, strawboard, paper or similar materia] 
cemeted thereto on one or both sides, and being an article 
which is not specifically enumerated in the Tariff, and which 
is, in the opinion of the Minister of Customs, a substitute 
for plaster-board, shall be charged with duty at the rate of 
20 per cent, ad valorem under the British Preferential Tariff 
and 40 per cent. ad valorem under the General Tariff, and, 
in addition, be liable to the primage duty of 1 per cent, 
ad valorem imposed by Section 15 of the Customs Amend. 
ment Act, 1921. 





ST. LUCIA. 


REVISED CUSTOMS TARIFF. 

Ordinance No. 6 of 1928, cited as the Customs Duties 
Amendment Ordinance, 1928, dated 28th January, 1928. 
embodies the terms of the Bill (published in the ‘‘ Journal” 
of Ist March, page 284), revising the Customs Tariff of Saint 
Lucia, and consolidating and replacing the First and Second 
Tariff Schedules previously in force.

REGULATION OF IMPORTATION, ETC., OF 
DANGEROUS DRUGS. 

An Ordinance, cited as the Dangerous Drugs Ordinance, 
1928 (No. 9 of 1928), assented to on 31st January, 1928, pro- 
vides for the regulation of the importation into, the exporta- 
tion from, and the production, manufacture, sale and use 
of opium and certain other dangerous drugs and substances 
in Tanganyika Territory. ‘The Ordinance repeals the Opium 
Proclamation, No. 24 of 1920.

GREECE. 


TARIFF TREATMENT OF GOODS IMPORTED 
INDIRECTLY OR AFTER WORKING UP IN AN 
INTERMEDIARY COUNTRY. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens has 
forwarded a translation of a Circular issued by the Ministry 
of Finance on 13th January regarding the rules for deter- 
mining the origin of merchandise imported into Greece 
after passing through a third country. 

The general rule is that the origin of goods remains that 
of the country where the goods were originally produced or 
exported. As from 13th February, 1928, the fact that goods 
have been entered at Customs houses of intermediate coun- 
tries, whether the goods have paid Customs duty (either less 
or more than that in force in Greece) or have entered duty 
free, will not be considered as affecting the origin of the 
goods. 

Exception to this rule is however made in the case of 
goods originating in one country but manipulated (manu- 
factured) in another country to the point of producing a 
new article (e.g., flour from wheat), or of increasing the value 
of the goods by an amount exceeding 25 per cent. of the 
otiginal value. In such cases, however, the fact of the in- 
crease of value or conversion of the merchandise must be 
certified by the Greek Consular Authority, or foreign State 
Service. 











ITALY. 
IMPORT DUTY CHARGES (COKE, BORAX, ETC.). 


The Italian ‘*‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ for 5th March contains 
a Royal Decree Law, dated 26th February, which provides 
that, as from 6th March, imported coke (formerly duty free) 
is to be subject to a Customs duty of 3 lire (gold) per ton, 
and that the duties on boracic acid and other boron 
materials are to be increased as shown :— 

Boracic Acid (Tariff No. 672c)— 
Crude—Duty increased from 10 to 36 lire (gold) per 
100 kilogs. 
Refined—Duty increased from 24} to 50 lire (gold) 
per 100 kilogs. 
Borax or borate of soda (Tariff No. 702)—Duty increased 
from 17! to 35 lire (gold) per 100 kilogs.

CUSTOMS TARIFF FOR 1928. 


H.M. Consul at Helsingfors has forwarded copy of a Law 
dated 29th December, 1927, and.of a Stadsrad Decision of 
30th December, 1927, which provide that the Customs 
duties to be levied on imported and exported goods during 
1928 are to be levied on the basis of the Law of 30th Decem- 
per, 1921, as amended by the Laws of 21st December, 1923, 
30th December, 1924, 18th December, 1925, and 28th 
December, 1926 (i.e., on the basis of the duties levied during 
1927), with certain further amendments. 

The following statement shows the Tariff headings which 
have been revised by the Law and Decision, and the former 
and present duties (‘‘ General ’’ or ‘‘ Conventional ’’) applic- 
able to goods of United Kingdom origin. Generally speak- 
ing, the new duties on the goods affected are somewhat 
lower than those formerly in force, and several chemicals 
are now duty free.

MOROCCO (FRENCH ZONE). 


INCREASE OF CONSUMPTION TAX ON SUGAR 
AND SUGARED GOODS. 

The ‘* Bulletin Officiel ’’ of the French Zone of Morocco 
for 11th January contains a Dahir, dated 10th January and 
effective on date of publication, which increases the con- 
sumption duties leviable on sugar and sugared goods, im- 
ported into or produced in, the French Zone of Morocco 
to the following rates :— 

1. Sugar—85 frs. per 100 kilogs. net. 

2. Syrups, bonbons, and fruits preserved with sugar. - 
85 frs. per 100 kilogs. net. 

3. Sugared biscuits and jams (confitures),—42} frs. per 
100 kilogs. net. 

4. Fruit marmalade—25 frs. per 100 kilogs. net. 

5. Gondensed milk with 50 per cent. or more of sugar—45 
frs. per 100 kilogs. net; with less than 50 per cent. of sugar, 
25 frs. per 100 kilogs. net. 

6. Liqueurs and other sugared goods—85 frs. per 100 
kilogs. of the net weight of sugar content (expressed in 
saccharose),. 

7. Chocolate—85 frs. per 100 kilogs. net. 

8. Milk chocolate containing 10 per cent. of cocoa and 25 
per cent. of sugar—28-75 frs. per 100 kilogs. net. 

The proportion of sugar contained in the milk and 
liqueurs refered to above is determined by the Official 
Laboratory, whose decision is final.

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports that, in virtue of an Order dated 24th February, 
the term during which the import of wheat and wheat 
flour into Poland is prohibited has been extended until 
30th April inclusive.

The ‘‘ Diario do Governo’”’ for 25th February contains a 
Decree (No. 15065), dated 15th February, which imposes a 
duty of 40 centavos (gold) per kilogramme on rabbit and 
hare skins exported from Portugal as from Ist April next. 





SPAIN. 


IMPORTATION OF WHEAT. 


A Royal Decree of 19th February, published in the 
‘Gaceta de Madrid’’ for 23rd February termporarily sus- 
pends the existing prohibition on the importation of wheat 
into Spain, and authoris ses the importation, upon payment 
of the Customs and transport duties current at the time of 
the issue of the Royal Decree of 9th July, 1926 (which 
imposed the prohibition), of a quota of 44,000 tons to be 
imported in prescribed quantities through the ports of 
Barcelona, Valencia, Malaga, Gijon and Bilbao. The Govern- 
ment may authorise the importation of further contingents, 
but all contingents so authorised must be imported before 
Ist July next, and wheat so imported, as well as the flour 
derived therefrom, will be subject to the control of the 
Director-General of Supplies. 

The Decree, in addition, permils the retention in Spain, 
subject to the prescribed measures of control and to pay- 
ment of the Customs duties mentioned above, of 3,210 tons 
of wheat the entry of which had been permitted under the 
“temporary importation ’’ régime established by the Decree 
of August, 1927. 








PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period 10th to 20th March in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain, has been fixed at 14-73-per cent.
